WASHINGTON, Jvmo 18. 


Senator Wright of tho confernnoe commit 


toe on tho banking and currency bill made n 
report to the Senate today. Tho first flvu 
Motions of tho bill reported aro nearly 


. identical with tho bill of ilie profious con- 


ference committee. Tho provision iu sec- 
tion seven of tlmt bill, limiting (ho amount 
of legal tender notes to $382,000,000, is 
retained. 'J.'ho other timo sections nro al- 
most idonUcnl with tho bill transmitted to 
the committee on banking and currency by 
Hr. Kuox, tho comptroller of tho currency 
oa tho ;id of February liisi, except tlml Iho 
present bill provides for the redistribution 
of $3r,,000,()00 instead of $25,000,000. 


Tho bill also clifl'ers from tho previous 


conference bill is striking out all that por- 
tion referring to tho retirement of legal 
tender notes as national bank notes aro 
issued, and tho redemption of tho national 
bank notes iu coin or in United States 
bonds at any future period. Tho bill con- 
tinues to provide for redemption of national 
bank notes at tlin Treasury in amounts of 
SIOOO, nnd at tho counters of tho banks] 
upon presentation, but abolishes tho present 
system of redemption agencies iu tho 
redemption cities. 


The present bill releases tho reserve re- 


quired to bo hold on account of circulation. 
Tho average amount of cash reserve required 
to be hoUl for circulation by national banks 
is estimated to bo about 830,000,000, but 
national hanks on tho first of Hay last hold 
an excess of cash reserve on circulation and 
deposits of about $ 18,000,000 over tho pres- 
ent requirements of tbo law, and it is esti- 
mated thnt even with tho repeal of this pro- 
vision banks in tho aggregate will coutinuo 
to hold.an cicess beyond its requirement, 
BO that the total amount of reserve released 
by tho operation of tho bill will not possibly 
eicoed $15,000,000.
